A SCHOOL theatre 
company has been invited 
to perform at one of the 
Edinburgh Festival’s top 
venues this summer. 

Young actors from Corelli 
College in Kidbrooke will be 
performing Ali Smith’s satirical 
play, Just, at the Assembly 
Rooms in Edinburgh - as long 
as they can raise enough money 
to pay for the trip. 


Corelli Theatre Company has 
launched a crowdfunding site to 
help them raise the £10,000 they 
need for travel, accommodation 
and venue hire. 

Director Lucy Cuthbertson 
said: “The experience of going 
to Edinburgh for our young 
people is one they will never 
forget and in some cases it is 
literally life-changing. 

“That will be intensified by 
the prestige of performing 


at the Assembly Rooms, 
normally the preserve of 
experienced professionals and 
unprecedented for a student 
show. 

“The cast is large and even the 
cheapest hostel accommodation 
for a week with a group of 25 is a 
huge amount but I am confident 
we can do it.” 

The theatre company is 
regarded as one of the most 
outstanding school-based 


companies in the UK and 
won national acclaim with its 
production in 2008 of another 
Ali Smith play, Hotel World. 

It is ten years since they last 
produced Just when they were 
chosen to perform on the Olivier 
stage at the National Theatre. 

“It was an astonishing night 
that none of us will ever forget. 
Returning to the play a decade 
later has been really enjoyable,” 
Lucy said, adding that the 


company has a long relationship 
with Ali Smith who suggested 
they revive the play 
The group works closely with 
Greenwich Theatre and has 
also performed at Riverside 
Studios in Hammersmith, Cutty 
Sark Studio Theatre and the 
Edinburgh Fringe.

Funding earmarked for 
Woolwich church repairs 


A NINETEENTH century church 
in Woolwich is in line to receive 
£250,000 from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund for urgent repairs. 

St Peter the Apostle church, built in 
1843, is a grade II listed building and 
one of the oldest Catholic churches in 
London. It is one of only three in the 
capital designed by AWN Pugin, who was 
well known for promoting the Victorian 
Gothic revival. 

The church, in Woolwich New Road, 
has been assessed by Historic England 
as heritage at risk and urgently needs 
a new roof and decorative stonework 
restored. 

The money has been earmarked for 
the repairs and the church will initially 
receiving £43,000 so the parish can get to 
the stage where contracts can be given. 
It can then apply for the balance of the 
money for the work to go ahead. 


The grant will go towards the £900,000 
cost of the work, which will include 
projects on the history and heritage of 
the church to encourage wider interest in 
the building. 

Parish priest, Father Michael Branch, 
said: “We’re delighted that the Heritage 
Lottery Fund has given us this support. 
The church has been an important 
element in the lives of many different 
communities in the past 170 years. We 
can now look forward to it serving an 
even wider range of communities, for 
generations to come.” 

He said the parish was keen to work 
with other heritage groups to help 
highlight the church’s role as one of the 
few surviving buildings from Woolwich’s 
early Victorian era. 

An area of the church will be adapted 
for a series of free exhibitions on themes 
developed with schools and other 
partners.

LOCAL community figure Dr 
Tariq Abbasi described himself as 
“humbled” after he was appointed 
as a Deputy Lieutenant of Greater 
London in recognition of his role in the 
borough over the last 25 years.

In addition to running his own 
business and pursuing a career in both 
banking and real estate development, Dr 
Abbasi also serves as a trustee for several 
national and international charitable 
organisations, supporting and advocating 
peace and justice. 

He has also assisted in educating young 
children from disadvantaged backgrounds. 

Dr Abbasi told GT: “I have been humbled to 
have been appointed as a Deputy Lieutenant 
of Greater London. I look forward to serving 
my country and community to the best of 
my ability.” 

Dr Abbasi and Mary-Clare Parker, who was 
appointed as Deputy Lieutenant last year, 
will deputise for the Deputy Lieutenant 
for Royal Greenwich, Dr Pieter van der 
Merwe MBE, and assist other duties around 
London.

THE countdown to the Royal 
Greenwich Tall Ships Festival 2017 
has begun, with just one year to go 
before a stunning fleet of Tall Ships 
gathers in the Thames at Woolwich 
and Greenwich. 

Next Easter’s festivities, starting on 
April 13, are set to hand a huge boost 
to the local economy and businesses, 
with hundreds of thousands of visitors 
expected to arrive. 

The Tall Ships Festival in 2014 proved 
a fantastic occasion for the borough, 
attended by 1.1 million visitors and 
bringing £17.7 million into the local 
economy. 

From April 13-16, ships will be anchored 
at two festival sites - at the Maritime 
Greenwich UNESCO World Heritage Site 


in Greenwich town centre, and Royal 
Arsenal Riverside in Woolwich. 

It will end with a finale of a huge 
Parade of Sail on April 16 when around 
40 tall ships will sail down the Thames in 
convoy en route to Quebec, Canada. 

Working alongside the organisers over 
the next few months will be Lady Rona 
Delves Broughton (left) who has agreed 
to be patron of the 2017 festival. 

The owner of the Mercure London 
Greenwich Hotel, Lady Delves Broughton 
was involved in the 2014 event as a 
sponsor and business partner. 

She told GT: “I am both delighted and 
honoured to be the patron of the Tall 
Ships Festival 2017. 

“Together with the council our 
intention is to make this festival even 
more spectacular than the 2014 event 
and that it will be enjoyed by even more 
participants and watched not only by 
local residents but reach out to a far 
wider audience than before. 

“I am confident the 2017 festival will be 
a superb spectacle for residents and bring 
many visitors to Royal Greenwich which 
is expected to create great benefit to local 


businesses.”

A SERVICE that helps residents 
with disabilities to enjoy a full and 
independent life is looking to recruit 
new carers. 

Royal Greenwich Shared Lives is a 
unique initiative which recruits ordinary 
people within the community to provide 
accommodation, care and support for 
adults with a learning disability and 
other needs. 

The support offered by carers enables 
them to live as independent a life as 
possible, living as part of the carer’s 
family and within the local community. 


Potential carers will need a spare 
room in their home and the capacity to 
provide the required care and support to 
the person placed. Previous experience 
in the care field is desirable but not 
essential and the scheme is keen to 
recruit carers from all sections of the 
community. 

In return the council will pay a 
placement fee for each person placed and 
provide the carer with training and on- 
going support. 

Sudha Shah has been sharing her 
Thamesmead home since 2010 with 
Colin, an adult with moderate learning

disabilities. She told GT: “I grew up in 
India surrounded by an extended family, 
so when I took redundancy from my job 
as a teaching assistant I wanted play a 
caring role. 

“Colin is a very sociable person and 
volunteers every day at the cafe in the 
Eltham Centre. To care for him through 
Shared Lives is so rewarding. His family 
are really appreciative and a great 
support too.” 

The Shared Lives scheme will be 
promoting the service at a number of 
locations during April and May, followed 
by an open event in June where people 


can go along and find out more about 
what’s involved in being a carer. 

The scheme is registered with the 
Care Quality Commission (CQC) and all 
Shared Lives carers are required to meet 
the standards set by Royal Greenwich as 
well as legislation set by the Department 
of Health and inspected by CQC.

With less than a week to go, residents 
are being urged to get their names on the 
ballot so they can vote in the Mayoral and 
Assembly elections on May 5.

“I got to work with a very diverse 
and strong group of young people,” he 
said. “Each of us brought very different 
experiences which helped us in our role 


of representing the young people who 
will use those public health services in 
the future.” 

Cllr Miranda Williams, cabinet member 
for children’s services, said: “The council 
works with a wide range of organisations 
that provide services for young people. 
And while we work hard to capture their 
views, we are keen to have young people 
involved throughout the process - from 
planning new services to monitoring 
performance. I’d therefore encourage 
young people to sign up and help us shape 
our services.”

and safety breaches 


THE owner of a Woolwich food 
outlet has been fined £1,500 for 
breaches of food and health & safety 
regulations that included storing 
mouldy fish and using dangerous 
electrical equipment. 

Bexley Magistrates’ Court heard that 
Abiodun Williams, the owner of Olives 
in Plumstead Road, failed to keep the 
premises clean and in a good state of 
repair. 

The shop’s electrical system was also 
not properly maintained and council 
officers found exposed wiring and a 
number of extension cables in use. 

Appearing in court on March 21, Mr 
Williams admitted several breaches of 
food safety regulations and of the Health 
and Safety at Work Act. 

He was ordered to pay £1,500 in fines 
and £1,397 prosecution costs. 

During visits to the premises, the 
council’s planning enforcement team 
found the rear yard was being used as a 
hot food takeaway. 

Mr Williams was served with an 
enforcement notice to cease this activity, 
which was later upheld at appeal.

I have 
worked at the park for 14 years 
now and this place still amazes 
me. I have spotted a new species 
of plant or animal every year 
that I have been here. 

“Because the boardwalks go 
through the habitats, it’s one 
of the best spots to get close- 
up views of common terns and 
reed warblers when they arrive 
in the spring.” 


The four-and-a-half acre 
wetland habitat is owned by the 
Land Trust and managed by the 
Conservation Volunteers. It is 
open Wednesday to Sunday from 
10am to 5pm (dusk in winter) 
and has very good access for 
wheelchairs, plus accessible bird 
hides and toilet facilities. 

The Ecology Park organises 
practical volunteer workdays, 
reparation work for young 
offenders, school visits, work 
experience placements, guided 
tours and seasonal events as well 
as holiday activities for all ages.
